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Multi-million dollar building dedicated in honor 
of former teacher of Elba city school system 


_ A multi-million dollar Coopera- 
tive Extension building was named 
the "James I, Dawson Cooperative 
Extension Building" during a recent 
dedicatory program, 

The building was named in honor 
of Dr. James I. Dawson, former 
teacher of Vocational Agriculture at 
Mulberry Heights High School, 
Elba, Alabama. Dr. Dawson has 
Served as Associate Dean for Exten- 
sion in the School of Agriculture and 
Home Economics since 1971, after 
chairing the Department of Agribusi- 
ness Education for three years, 

Dr. Dawson developed the Coop- 
erative Extension Program and em- 
ployed an Extension staff in 1971, 
He was recommended by the Presi- 
dent of Alabama A & M University 
and approved by the Secretary of the 
U. S, Department of Agriculture to 
serve as Administrator of the Coop- 
cralive Extension Program at Ala- 
bama A & M University. 

Dr. Dawson and fifteen other Ex- 
tension Administrators at the histori- 
cally Black land grant institutions 
were successful in their effort to get 
a fifty million dollar Extension facil- 
ily bill passed in Congress for Coop- 
erative Extension buildings and fa- 
cilities at these institutions, 

Mr. Fred Clark, Jr., son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred Clark, Sr., of Elba, 
Alabama was instrumental in help- 
ing to get the legislation passed 
while serving as Senior Agriculture 
Aide to Senator Howell Heflin. 

The "James I. Dawson Coopera- 
tive Extension Building" is a 41,149 
square foot, three story, state-of-the- 
art facility with offices, agriculture 
and home economics labs, a dark- 
room, a printing shop, conference 
rooms, and a 300-seat capacity audi- 
torium for workshops, conferences, 
etc, The third floor of the building 
houses the Cooperative State Re- 
search Program, 

The first and second floors of the 
building accommodate the Associate 
Dean for Extension, specialists. su- 
pervisors, support staff and others 
who provide support service to 
county Extension agents, secretaries, 
and program assistants in the twelve 
(12) county area of the University's

Cooperative Extension Program,

gram at Alabama A & M University 
is a part of the Cooperative Exten- 
sion System in Alabama, with the 
other two parts of the system being 
the Alabama Cooperative Extension 
Service at Auburn University and 
the Cooperative Extension Program 
at Tuskegee University.

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Coffee County Commission seeks AG’s opinion concerning landfill

In Monday’s Coffee County 
Commission meeting, the commis- 
sioners voted unanimously to obtain 
an Attorney General’s opinion in re- 
gards to the proposed landfill. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
made the motion that the AG’s opin- 
ion be sought in reference to the fol- 
lowing question: 

“If Coffee County is permitted for 
a regional landfill including ten (10) 
additional counties and the majority 
of the citizens of Coffee County 
want a single-county landfill, will 
any one of the named counties listed 
in the permit be ordered, at a later 
date, by the courts, to dump in the 
Coffee County landfill.” 

Brooks stated that ADEM (Ala- 
bama Department of Environmental 
Management) officials satisfactorily 
answered every question ask of them 
in last Monday’s meeting except the 
one above. 

Commissioner Sid Averett re- 
minded the commissioners that Sue 
Robertson, an ADEM official, stated 


several times in the meeting Monday 
that the county would have absolute 
control over the landfill. 

“We will (the commission) be in 
total control of the landfill and will 
never have to take anyone we do not 
want to take!"’said Averett. 

Marion Sanders, a resident of the 
Roeton Community, was recognized 
by the commission, 

Recently, Mr. Sanders was pre- 
sented a National Special Service 
Award at the National Association 
of Conservation Districts (NACD) at 
their annual meeting in Reno, Neva- 
da. 

The award was presented to Sand- 
ers for his foresightedness as a con- 
servation pioneer and for his 32 
years of service on the state and na- 
tional levels, 

The Coffee County Commission 
presented Sanders with a resolution 
in recognition of the honor bestowed 
upon him by the NACD. 

They also commended Sanders 
for his devotion to Coffee County 
through his conservation efforts and 
his contributions to the agricultural 
industry with in the county,

*** Approved the sending out of 
bids for computer equipment (bud- 
geted items) for the county’s data 
processing department. 

*** Approved employee payroll 
deductions for Woodman of the 
World Insurance premiums. 

***County employees will get 
Christmas Eve (Dec. 24) off as a hol- 
iday. 

***Commissioners gave their ap- 
proval for the purchase of a car pre- 
viously used by mapping and apprai- 
sal employees.

Elba City Council has short & sweet meeting

The, Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening was short. and to 
the point - or as Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood said, “short and sweet.” 

The council followed a prepared 
agenda which included the routine 
items plus a board appointment, ap- 
pointing a committee and a short re- 
port from the city attorney. 

The only business handled which 
wasn’t on the agenda was brought up 
by Haywood. He presented council 
members with copies of a fax re- 
ceived earlier in the day. The mes- 
sage recommended the city refund 
(or refinance) $328,000 of outstand- 
ing General Obligation Warrrants 


Troopers urge 
motorists to 
drive with care 


Col. Ned W. McHenry, Depart- 
ment of Public Safety director, asks 
that motorists drive with care during 
the Thanksgiving holiday period. 

“We hope that all motorists will 
drive carefully and defensively. Our 
goal for the holiday period is to have 
no deaths on Alabama roadways,” 
said McHenry, 

The department estimates that 17 
people will die in traffic crashes dur- 
ing the Thanksgiving holiday period. 
The 102-hour period begins at 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, Nov, 25. and continues 
through midnight Sunday, Nov, 29. 

Last yew 11 people were killed 
on Alabama roadways during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. At 
least five of the deaths were alcoho! 
related; only one of the crash victims 
was using a safety belt, 

Precautions that motorists can 
take to ensure a safe Thanksgiving 
holiday include using safety belts 
and child restraints, following posted 
speed limits and not drinking and 
driving. 

Alabama state troopers will be 
out in force to watch for drunken 
drivers, speeders and all other dan- 
gerous drivers, Federal overtime 
grants aimed at speed limit enforce 
ment will allow additional troopers 
to patrol. 

McHenry added hope to reduce 
traffic injuries and fatalities through 
enforcement of Alabama's safely 
belt and child restraint law. 

Troopers in Alabama also will 
participate in Operation C.A.R.E 
Combined Accident Reduction Et 
fort, @ State-sponsored national pro 
gram to reduce traffic crashes, inju 
ries and fatalities during holiday 
periods. Troopers will increase pa 
trol on selected heavily traveled sec 
tions of Alabama roadways

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported the department investigated

There were eight traffic citations 
issued during the same period and 
three criminal arrest made. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 15 dogs. One of these was re- 
turned to the owner and one was 
sold, 

Haywood recommended  reap- 
pointing Jerry McMillian to the Elba 
Housing Authority board. The coun- 
cil approved the action unanimously. 

Haywood noted the reoccuring

Homyak’s attorney writes 
Elba W&E Board a letter

Attorney Mike Jared, representing 
employee George Homyak, wrote a 
letter on November 18th to the mem- 
bers of the city council and the water 
and electric board concerning Hom- 
yak’s job status. 

Prior to being laid off by the W & 
E department on October 24th and 
being hired a week later by the City, 
Homyak was a meter reader with the 
utility and served both the City and 
the utility as Director of Safety and 
was in charge of fuel distribution. 

After being transferred to the re- 
cycling truck, his pay was reduced 
almost $3,00 per hour. 

The letter reads, “Mr. Homyak is 
a victim of a discriminatory action 
on the part of the Water and Electric 
Board as well as the City Council 
and Mayor of Elba. There is docu- 
mentation that actions taken against 
Mr, Homyak are consistent in motive 
and intent with the actions taken 
against another employee, Mrs. Pat 
Booth,” 

The letter asks that Homyak be re- 
instated to the position he held prior

On October 4, 1991, Ammons 
plead guilty to 12 offenses of Ist- 
degree theft, 66 counts of 2nd- 
degree forgery and 565 counts 
of 2nd-degree forgery. 

The above offenses were in 
connection to the misappropria- 
tion of county funds totaling 
$334,527.63. 

For the above offenses, Am- 
mons was sentenced to serve 15 
years in the state penitentiary. 
The actual years she was sen- 
tenced for each offense totaled 
more than 15 years but all the 
sentences were ordered to run 
concurrently, 

The court also ordered restitu- 
tion of $309,527.83 be made to 
the Coffee County Commission, 
A surety bond held by Ammons 
has already paid to the county 
$25,000.00, 

The sentencing order signed 
by Circuit Judge John B, Craw- 
ley, in reference to restitution, 
read: “To be paid and to be 
paid as a condition of any early 
release, parole or if the defen- 
dant has income while serving 
her sentence.” 

Ammons turned herself into 
the Coffee County Jail in New 
Brockton on October 15, 1992 to 
began serving her prison sen- 
tence. She was later transferred 
to a state prison facility,

Elba Tigers prepare for Indian ambush 


The Elba Tigers will jump out of 
the frying pan and into the fire this 
week in the third round of the Class 
3A playoffs when they host the 
Southern Choctaw Indians. 

Southern Choctaw, coached by 
Randy Boggs, will carry a 10-game 
winning streak and an impressive 
10-1 record into the matchup, The 
Indians lost their season-opener to 
(SA) Choctaw County 7-6, but since 
have posted wins over (SA) Hillcrest 
29-0), (3A) Washington County 46-0, 
(3A) St. Paul's 14-7, (4A) Grand Bay 
44-14, (4A) Thomasville 32-7, (2A) 
Linden 46-0, (2A) McIntosh 26-6, 
(3A) UMS 19-0, and playoff wins 
over Francis Marion 40-0 and Slo- 
comb 26-6. 

"We have played two very good 
football teams in the first two rounds 
of the playoffs," stated Elba's Coach 
Mack Wood, "but this week we'll 
face the best team we've faced yet in 
Southern Choctaw, They are ex- 
tremely well coached,-have excellent 
athletes, and also have both size and 
quickness. Southem Choctaw is one 
of the best teams we've faced all sea- 
son.” 

"On offense they like to run the 
football out of a full-house backfield 
and have three good backs and a 
very good quarterback,” added 
Wood, "They line up in an inverted 
wishbone, with the halfbacks in front 
of the middle back, and run misdi- 
rection, toss sweeps and options.

They blitz 
a lot and do a lot of different things 
out of all their defensive looks 
Southern Choctaw has the athletes to 
be a solid defensive team and have 
just that!” 

"If we're going to have any shot 
at winning this week we'll have to 
get some folks well and play our 
best game of the season,” Wood de- 
clared, "We'll have to play four quar- 
ters at full speed and not come out 
flat, or get complacent on any 
downs. We have a good football 
team when we play well, and when 
we don't, we get in wouble.
